on the half of the book I've not read. If she can, that will speed me up. 

This is merely a slight introduction to what I really write you aboui; 

YJhat I can do with Posner is possibly without precedent in suhh literature and it 
should have a very, very promising prospect. But this means a publisher not afraid of 
wliat R & H can do, if inclined to retaliate/ That should be borne in mind. I believe. 

THo treatment I have in mind lends itself to facing photocopies of Posner and the 
truth he misrepresnted or avoided. Not primarily this but with some extensiveness. I am 
not suggesting not mostly text. It would be. 

This also can be enormously important in bringing truth about the assassination to 
many people. 

I do not know your Publishers Y/est people but if one wants to do a responsible, 
senational and I think important book that I believe has very considerable financial 
possibilities, I have ajlJLd another book aside and will finish the annotation as rapidly 
as I & can. I'll then have to go over it and use and cast aside, there is that much too 
much in the incfedible totality of the dishonesty.
